My Dear Father in Christ: Since 
General Conference I returned to my 
work with renewed strength and vigor; 
with a full and fresh determination to 
do all I can in the building up of the 
church and its cause. I have not been 
able to write before now of the work 
in British Guiana under my pastoral 
care, owing to the strong current of 
opposition which I had to contend 
with on my roturn with church and 
school. I had to fight manfully and 
powerfully, althongh I had not one 
cent to help me in the fight; but, glory 
to God, I have well nigh conquered 
and bid fair for success another year, 
and with the help I now expect from 
the Board of Missions, I may yet take 
British Guiana for Christ without fear 
or doubt, trusting alone on, the God 
whom TI serve, I now wish you to pub- 
lish a brief statement of the diflienl- 
ties against which I had to contend: 


1. The English church parties could 
not effect a settlement in the village 
while I was at home. TI found on my 
return that they had, by publishing 


after I left for America, secured a foot- 
ing, trying to take over my church and 
congregation. 

2. The Presbyterian body, who was 
fighting strongly against me affer my 
entering this village, having a few af

What [3 the Remedy? —Thought 
and Suggestions.

Truly, this is an ge of trying 
ordeals and bitter experiences, as 
well as an age of progress and ad- 
vanced thought. For 20 years wo 
have been « traveling preacher in the 

Methodist Episcopal Church 
and we are forced to admit at this 
juncture that we bave never seen the 
ministry in such a state of unrest or 
dissatiskaction as it is now. To ms 
the question aries, how long will this 
restlessness continue? And what ere 
the canses of it? We have thought 
over the matter seriously, and, we be- 
lievs, in its entirety, and from which- 
ever standpoint we have viewed the 
matter the same perplexity comes. 
Truly, the Church is in a crisis. It is 
quite disgusting to note so many un- 
favorable criticisms that are continually 
being made against Bishop, Presiding 
Elder and Pastor, and still more disgust - 
ing to note the causes of these criti- 
ciams, A mission Pastor goes to Confer- 
once expecting « circuit, 4 cirenit 
preacher a station, and the station pas- 
tor another and larger station, or 
the Presiding Eldership; he is disap- 
pointed and he goes away from the 
Conference session full of anger. The 
fiery ambitions of our ministry. so appa- 
rent everywhere, and more $0 now 
than ever, canses ns to wonder what 
the state of the Church will be ten or

There are some who 
will say that this is a day of 
freedom; and they have a right to do 
whichever thing they choose or think 
best, but granting this to be true, it is 
impracticable, irreligious and incon- 
sistent to do so at all times. There 
are many things we cannot afford to 
do, even if we think them just and 
| right. Men onght to be willing to 
| a8cend the ladder of advancement in 
the ministry meritorionsly, Merit 
wins, Then again, 4 man is just what 
he makes himself. We onght never 
to lose sight of this fact. Longfellow's 
song in immortal verse is very appro- 
priate at this juncturs: 


Let us then be up and doing, 
With a heart for any fate; 
Still achieving, still persuing, 
Learn to labor and to wait.” 


Good things generally come to those 
woo exercise patience The minister 
who has Christ for his leader never 
fails to reap the desired success. We 
must bend heavity upon the oar of 
proffer and prove ta be vigilant, watch- 


al. The impatient, reckless, unpray- 
ful, *'preacher-fighter'' minister 
ought to have no place 
in our ranks. It is he; by 


his bad conduct and general deport- 
ment, that impedes the progress of the 
Church. Tbese-Aind of men never 
build or repair a Church, or add on to 
its membership; souls are never con- 
verted under their preaching, and not 
even a debt is paid during the whole 
of their administration, and these men 
are ever and forever clamor.ng for high 
recognition in the Church. God help 
them! Men who do nothing in the 
Church should receive nothing. There 
fs undoubtedly too much to be done for 
folded arms and idle hands. The field 
is white and the harvest is waiting 
who will bear the sheaves awny? The 
time has not come for splits and divis- 
ious in the Church and we cannot but 
say that those who have identified 
themselves with such movements are 
losing (if they haven't entirely lost) 
the spirit of Christ Jesus the Lord.
